MacAlester, Okla., Aug. 27.— More 
than thirty miners wore suffocated lu 
Hi.lloy Ola coal mine No. 1 at Hallo.\ 
vllle fourteen miles east of Mc.vi« - 
.er, when fire deitroyed the hoi ting 
shaft and air shaft and cut off th** 
air from the men below. 
Twenty-alt dead bodies were re­ 
moved from th » mine following a sue 
cess ful three-hours' battle with the 
fiemes. 
It 
is believed 
that 
six or 
eight more will he brought out. Twen 
ty-five mules were suffocated and s<»m<> 
of their bodies burned. 
Explorations in 
»be 
channels re­ 
vealed 1 Hat 
none ot the men met 
death hy burning, but 
'I of them Weie 
suffocated. 
It Is impossible yet for the rescuers 
to get far from the base of the main 
fhaft, and it probably will be twenty- 
four hours before a thorough se rreli 
of ihe entire mine e&n be made. Some 
of the channels are three-quarters ol 
a mile long. 
After the miners had gone down In 
the cage a fir*> broke out occasioned 
by the Ignition of a barrel of oil 
which a miner was trying to divide. 
The flames spread so rapidly that all 
communication with the top was soon 
cut off. 
Hundreds of miners rushed 
to ihe scene and tried m get into the 
air shaft, but this was impossible, the 
flames and smoke coming up that way 
with such force as to drive them back. 
Then an effort was made to operate 
the cadi’s running up and down the 
hoisting shaft, but it was found that 
the cages, the cables and the guides 
had been burned. There was absolute­ 
ly no help for the imprisoned miners. 
The work of rescue continues, and 
a determined fight is being made fo 
reach all parts of the mine In the 
hope that the bodies of the missing 
men may be found in some ot the 
deeper workings of the mine, which 
lead in every direction and in some 
Instances are more than a mile from 
the scene of the explosions. 
It will bo many hours before the 
mine 
has 
sufficiently 
cooled 
and 
cleared of smoke so that searching 
parties may penetrate every working 
of the mine. 
All hope of finding any 
of the men still missing alive has been 
abandoned.

sic hull. 
F o r ten years he was man­ 
ager of a music hall in the Bowery. In 
1875 he opened fhe Metropolitan thea­ 
ter as Tony Pastor's theater.

ARE ENTOMBED 


AU of Them Are Believed to 


Have Perished. 


TWENTY-SIX 
BODIES 
FOUND 


No Hope Eentertained for the Safety 


of Those 
Still 
Imprisoned in 
the 


Shaft— Accident in Oklahoma Mine 


Due to an Explosion of Oil. 


MacAlester, Okla., Aug. 27.— More 
than thirty m iners were suffocated in 
Hailey-Ola coal m ine No. I at Hailey­ 
ville, fourteen miles east of Mc Ales* 
.er, when fire destroyed the hoisting 
chaft and air shaft and cut off the 
air from the m en below. 
Twenty-six 
dead 
bodies were 
re ­ 
moved from the m ine following a suc­ 
cessful three-hours’ battle with the 
flames. 
It 
Is believed 
that 
six or 
eight more will be brought out. T w en­ 
ty-five mules were suffocated and some 
of their bodies burned. 
Explorations 
in 
ihe 
channels 
re­ 
vealed that none of the men met 
death by burning, but ;*M of them were 
suffocated. 
It is impossible yet for the rescuers 
to get far from tho base of the main 
shaft, and it probably will be twenty- 
four hours before a thorough search 
of the entire m ine can be made. Some 
of the channels are three-quarters of 
a mile long. 
After the m iners had gone down In 
the cage a fire broke out occasioned 
by the Ignition of a barrel of oil 
which a m iner w as trying to divide. 
T he flames spread so rapidly that all 
communication with the top was soon 
cut off. 
H undreds of miners rushed 
to the scene and tried to get into the 
air shaft, but this was impossible, the 
flames and smoke coming up that way 
with such force as to drive them back. 
Then an effort was made to operate 
the cages running up and down the 
hoisting shalt, hut it was found that 
'ihe cages, the cables and the guides 
had been burned. T h ere was absolute­ 
ly no hel]> for the imprisoned miners. 
The work of rescue continues, and 
a determined fight is being made fo 
reach all parts of the mine in the 
hope that the bodies of the missing 
men may be found in some of the 
deeper workings of the mine, which 
lead in every direction and in some 
instances are m ore than a mile from 
the scene of the explosions. 
It will be m any hours before the 
mine 
has 
sufficiently 
cooled 
and 
cleared of smoke so that searching 
parties may p en etrate every working 
of the mine. 
All hope of finding any 
of the men still m issing alive has been 
abandoned. 


TONY PASTOR IS DEAD. 


Noted Theatrical Manager Diet After 


a Long Illness. 
Elmhurst, L. I., Aug. 27.—Antonio 
(Tony) 
Pastor, the theatrical man­ 
ager, died after an illness of several 
weeks. 
He was seventy-one years old. 
Tony Pastor was taken ill Aug. IU 
last and 
failed rapidly. 
He rallied 
several times, but the doctors did not 
hold out any hope for recovery. 
Dur­ 
ing his illness letters, telegram s ami 
cards poured Into K erry cottage, his 
home here, from all parts of the coun­ 
try, and lately m essages from Europe 
began to arrive. 
Tony Pastor was one of the best 
known 
theatrical 
m anagers 
in 
the 
country. 
He was horn In New York 
in 1837 and m ade his first a b e a r a n c e 
on the stage with a m instrel troupe 
at 
the age of nine years. 
A 
few 
years later he became a clown and 
for fifteen years was a funm aker in 
th e circus ring. 
As a comic singer, however, Pastor 
m ade his greatest success. 
He com­ 
menced his career as a singer of comic 
sings In I SGI and was so successful 
that In four years he had amassed 
enough money to get control of a mu­ 
sic hall. 
For ten years he was m an­ 
ager of a music hall in the Bowery. Tn 
1875 he opened the Metropolitan thea­ 
te r as Tony P astor’s theater. 
In 1881 
he opened the Tony Pastor theater 
in Fourteenth street next to Tam m any 
hall, and presided over it up to the 
tim e of his illness.

MRS. HOWARD 
ENDSJIER LIFE 


Commits Suicide When Again 


Placed Under Arrest. 


LEADER OF SPRINGFIELD MOB 


And Had Been Indicted on a Charge 


of Murder in Connection With Re­ 


cent Riots— Took Poison and Died 


While Being Taken Into the Jail. 


Springfield, 111., Aug. 27.— Mrs. Kate 
Howard, one of the leaders in the re­ 
cent riot In this city, com m itted sui­ 
cide by swallowing acid while being 
placed under arrest. 
She died as she 
was being led into the jail. 
Before the special grand jury now 
in session m any witnesses testified 
that Mrs. Howard was one of <he ring­ 
leaders of the mob which wrecked 
L oper’s 
restaurant 
and 
cafe. 
She 
was the first person indicted, and was 
held on several counts in the sum of 
$10,000. which she furnished. 
When 
she was released she said she would 
never he arrested again. 
Shortly after the special grand jury 
returned another indictment against 
her charging m urder in connection 
with 
the 
recent 
lynchings, 
Deputy 
Sheriff K ram er was sent to Mrs. How­ 
ard's rooms to arrest her. 
Mrs. How­ 
ard received the officer at the door. 
She secretly swallowed a large dose 
of poison, then said: 
“I’m ready to 
go now.” She accompanied the deputy 
to the jail, two blocks awray, and was 
just entering the jail door when she 
fell dead. 
Mrs. Howard was forty-two years 
old. 
Ten m ore indictments, three charg­ 
ing m urder, have been returned by 
the special 
grand jury. 
T rue bills 
charging m urder were found against 
Mrs. Howard. Abraham Raymor and 
Ernest (alias “Slim”) Humphrey. Ray­ 
mor and Mrs. Howard are charged 
with the m urder of the negro, Burton. 
H um phrey is charged w ith the m u r­ 
der of the negro, Donnegan. 
No bail 
was allowed in either case. 
T his is the second indictm ent for 
m urder against Raymor, the first be­ 
ing returned last week, charging him 
with the m urder of Donnegan. 
W it­ 
nesses testified that he was one of the 
leaders of the mob. 
Ethel Howe, a young woman, was 
indicted for malicious mischief. 
She 
was a friend of Mrs. Howard.

Thus did Mr. Taft in response to a 
direct question, state what is, in his 
opinion, the vital objection to the pro­ 
posed plan to guaranty deposits in n a­ 
tional banks. 
“T hat is the fundam ental objection,’ 
he said. 
"Relieved of the responsi 
bilify to and the fear of his depositors, 
the tendency would be to induce ex 
licitation, manipulation, and the use 
of assets of banks in a speculative 
way. 
It would 
promote speculation 
at the expense of his fellow bankers 
and that ultim ately m eans at the ex 
pense of the depositors. Any proposi 
tion as to the am ount of the tax that 
should be assessed, as based on the 
present rate of loss, is on an erroneous 
basis, as the danger of loss of deposits 
is increased vastly by the proposed 
system, so that the percentage of the 
tax would have to be vastly increased. 
"Mr. Bryan did favor a guaranty, 
the governm ent to raise the funds by 
taxing the banks, but the Democratic 
platform provides for an enforced in 
surance, which compels all national 
banks to contribute to the insurance 
funds to meet the defaults of the spec­ 
ulators.
